Legal States For Collecting Slot Machines 


If you've been in the slot machine collecting game any time at all, you 
probably already know what the laws in your state have to say about the 
subject. As a potential slot machine collector, the first thing you need to 
know is whether you reside in an illegal or legal state. This one fact will 
form the basis for the establishment and evolution of your coin machine 
collection. 

The obvious answer to the question of: To collect or not to collect is re- 
ally rather easily summed up. If you live in a state in which slots are illegal, 
don't buy any. Don’t accept any as gifts. Don’t bring any slots in from out- 
side the boundaries of your state. That’s all there is to it. 

To the slot machine enthusiast, of course, this answer seems arbitrary 
and un-American. After all, the slot machine is an American invention, and 
it should be possible for any American to own, buy, sell, trade or display 
their treasured piece of Americana with collectors from other states. This 
is, after all, a country in which the laws are intended to serve as well as to 
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govern the people. But remember, many of these laws have a distinctly un- 
pleasant aspect—they stay on the books until someone forcibly removes 
them; a lengthy and complex action usually prompted by some emergency 
or other. Removing laws from the books is much more difficult than it 
sounds, and generally more difficult than putting them there in the first 
place. 

What is a legal state? Although the laws vary, the basic law of all states 
is that the machines in question be used for collecting purposes only, and 
that they not be used for gambling. Other additions to the various laws also 
define an antique slot machine. In some states this definition is any ma- 
chine manufactured prior to a “fixed date” such as 1941 or 1950; at the 
same time, however, many such fixed-date laws do not specify that those 
machines manufactured after such a fixed date are illegal. 

In some states there is a so-called 25-year law; in other words, any slot 
machine manufactured more than 25 years ago is considered an antique. 


in recy, Nowever, many machines manufactured only ten years ago have 
beeconsidered by many courts to be antiques since the machines in 

urtion were proved to be an authentic part of an historic collection, in 
wen no machine was used for gambling purposes. 

Jery precisely speaking, the mere fact that these mechanical and elec- 
pmechanical slot machines are no longer manufactured makes them an- 
ques. This may not be a valid assessment in the.eyes of the law, but it is 

an established principle found to be true of collectibles overall. The one as- 
pect of any collectible that makes it valuable, if not also historically perti- 


nent, is its limited number. When production of an object ceases, then that 


object is finite in number and accrues value thereby. 

Historically speaking, the majority of the slot machine laws now on the 
books were neither originally nor intentionally directed at private ownership 
of the machines. Such laws were intended to control, if not wipe out alto- 
gether, professional crime and illegal gambling. Not all states had laws 
such as this. 

You may believe that your state has no pertinent law regarding the pos- 
session of slot machines of any vintage, but the fact is that you may actu- 
ally live in a legal state without even knowing it. The problem is that in 
many, if not most cases, the relevant laws are not clearly defined. 

In most states where legal reference to slot machines is actually made, 
the entry is found in the text of the criminal code, usually under the classifi- 
cation of Gambling. This classification does not take into aCcount those 
myriad machines serving only as collectibles; merely one more example of 
the confusion regarding the definition of slot machines as an entity. 

In some cases where certain gaming collectibles are proscribed, collect- 
ing becomes a matter of adherence to a legislative mandate. Some laws 
dictate that possession alone, of any gambling device,.is a criminal offense 
without defense, regardless of what the device may/or may not be used 
for. It is wiser to be wary. 

Let’s get down to specifics. The states listed here are, to the best of our 
knowledge, currently legal for the collection of antique slot machines, pro- 
vided the machines are not used for gambling purposes. 

it should be noted that absolute protection of your collectible slot ma- 
chines cannot be guaranteed unless you follow the precise letters of your 
own state laws. You are strongly urged to contact your Secretary of State 
(in your state of residence) for specific wording of all applicable laws. 


List Of Legal States 


Alaska Ownership of any slot machine is allowed if the machine is not 
intended for use in unlawful gambling. 

Arizona Ownership of a slot machine of any vintage is permitted provid- 
ing machine is not used for gambling. 

Arkansas Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is pre- 
sumed to be an antique and legal possession if kept privately for non-gam- 
bling purposes. Owners must register their machines with the Revenue Di- 
vision of the Department of Finance and Administration and pay a $10 fee 
for a numbered decal to affix to each machine. 

California Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal 
as an antique providing two-thirds or more of the exterior metal casing 
components (excluding fasteners) were manufactured in the United 
States. The make or date of the internal mechanism is not relevant for the 
test of legality. 

Colorado Any machine introduced prior to January 1, 1984 is legal as 
an antique. Actual date of manufacture date is not part of the law. Opera- 
tion of machines of any vintage is legal in specific towns by gaming li- 
cense. 

Connecticut While gambling devices are broadly defined, slot ma- 
chines are not specifically mentioned. Gambling devices are subject to 
confiscation if found in a place known or suspected to be a gambling 
premise (a place used for professional gambling). Conclusion: While gam- 
bling requires consideration, gambling devices are more broadly defined, 
leading to an ambiguity as to whether or not a device that does not require 
consideration can be a gambling device. The possession of a gambling de- 
vice is illegal, but perhaps they may not be subject to confiscation unless 
they are on gambling premises. 

Delaware Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal as 
an antique. 

District of Columbia Any machine manufactured prior to 1952 is legal 
by definition as an antique. 

Florida Any machine manufactured at least 20 years ago or earlier is le- 
gal as an antique. 

Georgia Any machine manufactured prior to January 1, 1950 and not 
used for gambling purposes is legal. 

illinois Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal as an 
antique. Operation of machines of any vintage is legal on riverboats by 
gaming license. 

lowa Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal as an 


antique. Operation of machines of any vintage is legal on riverboats by 
gaming license. 

Kansas Any machine manufactured prior to 1950 is legal as an antique. 

Kentucky Slot machines of any vintage are legal provided they are not 
used for gambling. 

Louisiana Any machine manufactured 25 years ago Or earlier is legal. 
Operation of machines of any vintage is legal on riverboats by gaming li- 
cense. 

Maryland Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal as 
anantique. Modern slot machine gambling under specific state license and 
control is legal in selected counties. 

Massachusetts Any slot machine (mechanical, with drum or reels con- 
taining insignia), manufactured 30 years ago or earlier is legal. Poker ma- 
chines and video gaming devices of any age are legal for personal home 
use. 

Michigan Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal. 

Minnesota Private ownership of machines of any vintage is legal. 

Mississippi Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal 
as a collectible. Operation of machines of any vintage is legal on riverboats 
by gaming license. 

Missouri Any machine over 30 years old is legal. Operation of ma- 
chines of any vintage is legal on riverboats by gaming license. 

Montana Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal as 
an antique but not allowed on public premises for sale or display. Ticket 
dispensing video poker games are legal in licensed Montana liquor estab- 
lishments under specific state license and control. 

Nebraska Possession alone is illegal if machine is used in unlawful 
gambling activity. 

Nevada Slot machines of any vintage are legal for home use if used for 
amusement and not profit. A license from the Nevada Gaming Commis- 
sion is required for commercial operation, selling, manufacture or distribu- 
tion, whether by individual collector or registered dealer. Individuals may 
sell up to two machines per year upon filing Application 14.330 with the 
Nevada Gaming Control Board. The form is available from the Board or 
from Mead Publishing Company for a small fee. 

New Hampshire Any machine 25 years old or older is legal. 

New Jersey Any machine 30 years old or older is legal. 

New Mexico Ownership of a slot machine of any vintage is permitted 
providing the machine is not used for gambling purposes. Transfer of a 
machine is a crime if it will knowingly be used for gambling. 

New York Any machine manufactured prior to 1950 is legal. 

North Carolina Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is 
legal. 

North Dakota Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is le- 
gal. 

Ohio Slot machines of any vintage are legal if not acquired, possessed, 
controlled or operated for profit. 

Oklahoma Any machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is legal. 

Oregon Any machine manufactured prior to 1958 is legal. 

Pennsylvania Any machine manufactured prior to 1941 is legal. 

Rhode Island Ownership of any slot machine is allowed if the machine. 
is not intended for use in unlawful gambling. 

South Dakota Any machine manufactured prior to 1941 is legal. 

Texas Slot machines of any vintage may be legal possessions as long 
as not used for gambling purposes. Private places [clubs] may offer slot 
machines and other forms of gambling for their guests, providing no per- 
son receives any economic benefit other than personal winnings and that 
except for the advantage of skill or luck, the risks of losing and the 
chances of winning are the same for all participants [guests]. This new law 
(September 1, 1994) is strangely worded, so beware. 

Utah Possession alone is not an offense. Collectors may own slot ma- 
chines provided the machines are not used for gambling. 

Vermont Any slot machines manufactured prior to 1954 is legal. 

Virginia Slot machines of any vintage may be legal possessions as 
long as not used for gambling purposes. 

Washington Any slot machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is 
legal. 

West Virginia Slot machines of any vintage may be legal possessions 
as long as not used for gambling purposes. 

Wisconsin Any slot machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is le- 
gal. 

Wyoming Any slot machine manufactured 25 years ago or earlier is le- 


gal.
